Nutrition update................ 


How do kids’ diets compare with 
the diets of adults? According to a 
USA survey in 1985-86, children eat 
fewer calories as fat (34%) than 
adults (37%). Kids consume more 
saturated fat (14%) than adults 
(13%). Protein intake is the same. 
Children aged 4 to 10 years are one 
of the groups with the highest per- 
centage of calories from added sugar 
(14%). Teenagers and women up to 
age 22 have the same level of sugar 
in their diets. 

What are little children’s prob- 
lems? One documented problem is 
obesity. The increase in child eet 
becoming an important public heal 
issue, Obesity in children is strongly 
related with having obese parents. 
Most children of obese parents are 
overweight, whereas those of lean 
parents are thinner. Kids should be 
encouraged to exercise for a positive 
self-image. The preferred type of ex- 
ercise is physical activity that the 
child enjoys. 

Another documented problem is 
iron deficiency anemia. Although 
this condition can occur in all soci- 
oeconomic groups, it has historically 
been most common among the poor. 
Poor iron status in very young chil- 
dren (1 to 2 year olds) is comparable 


to that found in 25 to 44-year-old 
women. Below the poverty level, 
poor iron status is highest in 25 to 
44-year-old men and in 1 to 5-year- 
old children. EFNEP, WIC school 
lunch and school breakfast and the 
federal food stamp program help 
curb iron deficiency anemia. 

The third documented problem 
among kids is dental cares. One 
good trend is that within the last two 
decades, the incidence of dental 
cares in children declined by 30% to 
50%. Drinking flouridated water has 
significantly reduced the risk of den- 
tal cares in people of all age groups, 
especially children during the years 
of tooth formation and growth. The 
two important dental care risks are 
the frequency, not the amount, of su- 
crose consumed and the consump- 
tion of solid forms of sugar which 
appear to be more care-causing than 
liquid form. 

Children’s choices are really bet- 
ter than their parents. Kids’ stom- 
achs are little in size. We, as adults, 
should encourage rather than discou- 
rage between meal eating for kids as 
long as what they eat balances with- 
in their total diet. It is difficult to 
pack their food needs in only three 
meals a day and keep them growing.

The Elba City School Board con- 
ducted a number of important items 
of business last Thursday and did it 
in a relatively short time period.

According to county highway of- 
ficials, the road has not been being 
maintained all the way through as a 
thorough-a-fare. 

It was established in the last 
meeting that the road was presently 
being maintained/graded to a point 
just short of where the fence in ques- 
tion is erected. 

Dalrymple once again made note 


that no records or documents have 
been produced which show that the 
road had been closed past the point 
itis being graded. 

He commented that if the county 
is going to allow one person to block 
a county road, then others should be 
allowed to do the same. 

“T have five county roads that run 
through my property,” he said. “I'd 
like to close them too!” 

Sawyer asked the members of the 
commission whether or not they 
were going to stand by their letter or 
just what their official position was, 
or is, in this matter. 

At that point, commissioners 
tumed to their attorney for advice.

Brooks had recently been re- 
leased from prison where he had 
been serving a sentence after being 
convicted on drug-related charges. 

Sheriff Brice Paul called the Troy 
Police Department for assistance 
with their canine unit in tracking 
Brooks, 

A good track was found and Paul 
felt that Brooks had been contained 
in the area by several law enforce- 
ment personnel who had responded 
to the scene after monitoring the 
chase. 

It didn’t take Troy Police Chief 


Grady Reeve, his dog handlers, a 
blood hound and two beagles, long 
to “sniff out” Brooks once they got 
on his trail. 

In less than an hour and a half, 
Brooks was spotted by Reeves 
crouched beside a tree trying to 
make himself invisible. It didn’t 
work! You can’t hide from a trained 
dog’s nose. 

Brooks was taken into custody 
less than a mile from where he had

to assume the duties of Special Ed- 
ucation Coordinator and Testing Co 
ordinator. She is presently working 
in the elementary school. 

Pearce recommended the high 
school return to the six period day 
from the present seven period sys- 
tem which has been in use for the 
past several years. 

He explained the seventh period 
was put in to allow students more 
options on electives. However over 
the years this interest has gradually 
dropped and students end up serving 
as teacher aides, rather than taking 
additional subjects. 

Board members grilled Pearce ex- 
tensively on the benefits and prob- 
lems of both the six and seven pe- 
riod days, The superintendent added, 
“We are going backwards with the 
seven period day.” 

Pearce assured board members 
this wound not harm students seck- 
ing the advanced diploma and all 
students would be required to take at 
least a !/> credit course in computers. 

“J will have more to do with 
scheduling next year than any super- 
intendent has ever had in this school 
system,” Pearce said, acknowledging 
that the six periods would reduce op- 
tions for those students preparing for 
college as well as those preparing for 
the job market. 

The board approved a summer 
school for K through grade 3 stu- 
dents who qualify under Chapter 1 
for the additional schooling. The 
school has received a federal grant 
for this schooling. There will only be 
one teacher per grade and it will be 
limited to six students in each grade. 
The classes will run from 8 a.m. un- 
til noon, four days a week for six 


weeks. There is a possibility students 
can be rotated, allowing a particular 
teacher to serve more than six chil- 
dren, according to Pearce, 

A summer school for high school 
students will be held if there is 
enough interest. English and math 
will be offered and the cost will be 
$50 per child. 

All non-tenured personnel will re- 
ceive the customary termination Iet- 
ter issued each year. As soon as state 
funding figures are released, these 
employees will begin to hear about 
new contracts for the coming year. 
Pearce said he expected to be able to 
tell all these people if they will be re- 
employed by July Ist. 

Bids on a new school bus in- 
dicated the low bid was $47,287, 
several thousand dollars higher than 
expected, However the board voted 
to move forward with the purchase 
of this diesel vehicle. It will be paid 
for with special state funds ear- 
marked for replacement busses. Elba 
has accumulated two years of this 
money and will add it to next year’s 
grant to fund this one bus. 

A school calendar for the 1994-95 
school year was approved by the 
board. School will begin for students 
on August 22 and end May 30, 1995. 
The Christmas/New Year holidays 
will be from December 19 through 
Monday January 2nd. AEA holidays 
will be the last of March next year 
and will not be linked with the East- 
er season. The exact-dates are from 
March 27-31.

Selma University was opened on 
January |, 1878, at the Saint Phillips 
Street Baptist Church--now First 
Bapust Church, Selma, Alabama, It 
was founded by the Alabama col- 
ored Baptist State Convention, and 
in the initial state was known as the 
Alabama Baptist Normal and Theo- 
logical School. 

A school had been discussed by 
the Convention for several years. As 
early as 1873, Dr. W. H. McAlpine 
introduced a resolution which passed 
in the Convention of Tuscaloosa, 
that the school be established. 

In 1881, the institution was incor- 
porated by an act of the legislature 
under the name of Alabama Baptist 
Normal and Theological School of 
Selma University. In 1884, the first 
group of eleven (11) students from 
college preparatory department grad- 
uated, Ten years later, the name was 
changed from Selma University to 
the Alabama Baptist Colored Uni- 
versity. On May 14, 1908, by an 
amendment to the charter a final 
change in the name was made from 
Alabama Baptist Colored University 
to Selma University. This amend- 
ment authorized the institution to

ELBA TIGERS HIT TAILSPIN, RECORD FALLS TO 2-5 


fhe Elba Tigers had high hopes after its season-opening split with 6A 
Enterprise, but those hopes are now sinking fast after splitting with 2A 
Goshen, losing to 1A G.W, Long and dropping a double-header to arch- 
rival Andalusia. The losses left the Tigers with a 2-5 record and all of the 
sudden those dreams of a state baseball title seemed just that, dreams! 

G.W. Long does have one of the top baseball programs around, re- 
gardless of size, but the 10-1 loss to the Rebels was a litle hard to take, The 
Tigers actually led 1-0 after one inning, but then saw the bats go silent as 
Long rallied for the win, The Rebels got eight hits, only three more than 
Elba: however, the Tigers allowed 5 walks and committed cight errors, 
while Long’s pitcher only walked two batters and the Rebels didn’t make a 
single error. 

The double-header loss to Andalusia was the direct result of the Tigers 
allowing 17 walks and committing 14 errors. The Elba pitchers had been a 
bright spot in early season games, but failed to show up in the losses to An- 
dalusia, The large number of errors undoubtedly flustered the Elba pitchers 
and may have led to some of the control problems, but not all 17 of the 
walks. 

Elba was expected to field one of its best teams in years this season and 
boasted a line-up filled with veterans; however, last weck alone the Tigers 
committed 22 errors, and after two weeks of action it’s no longer a sure bet 
that the Tigers will even win the Area. It’s easy to play well when your 
team is winning, but the mark of a really good team is to be able to tum 
things around when things are going bad. Elba has the players to have a 
really good team, and maybe they will realize it before it’s too long and still 
make a run at the title. Only time, and the pride and determination of the 
players, will tell the tale. 


ELBA COMPLETES RUGGED SCHEDULE FOR 1994 


Coach Mack Wood put the finishing touches on the Elba Tigers 1994 
football schedule last week and once again the Tigers face a schedule that 
has to be among the toughest in the state! 

The Tigers will open in Troy against SA Charles Henderson, a team that 
will return almost its entire squad, including running back Cencade Pen- 
nington, who ripped the Elba defense for 315 yards a year ago.

New Changes In Thrips Control 
On Peanuts

Presley bids farewell 


This will be my last column as an 
active County Agent. It has been a 
pleasure for me to visit with you 
through this medium for the past 15 
years. The encouraging comments I 
received from many of you are very 
gratifying. I do want to thank The 
Elba Clipper for printing my column 
each week in the paper. 

Pecan Leaf Phylloxera 

Last year I received many calls 
about knots on pecan leaves, These 
knots or galls were caused by pecan 
leaf phylloxera. There is an excellent 
possibility that these trees will be in- 
fected again this year with the phyl- 
loxera. I recommend that you treat 
trees with a history of infestation. 
Time of the treatment should coin- 
cide with bud break, It is very criti- 
cal to get the sprays on during the 
time the buds are beginning to open. 
This is when the moth of the phyl- 
loxera lays the eggs. Once the eggs 
have hatched and are into the leaves, 
there is no control for it. 

Your trees should be sprayed with 
Lorsban, Thiodan or Lindane. I real- 
ize there are very few of you who 
have equipment to spray a large pe- 
can tree, but spraying the tree is the 
only way I know of to control this 
insect. 


Pruning 

Our early blooming shrubs have 
been especially beautiful this year, I 
think part of that is due to the colder 
weather we had, and it caused the 
plants to go through their normal 
dormancy. 

I always get questions about 
when to prune. A good rule of thumb 
is to prune your early flowering 


plants immediately after petals of the 


blooms shed. This will give the plant 


Azaleas can be heavily pruned if 


needed at this time.

leaf evergreens can be done almost 
any time of the year, but now would 
be an excellent time due to the fact 
that the plants would not look 
pruned very long because new 
growth would very quickly come 
back. 

I suggest that you prune plants b 
cutting limbs off at different levels 
within the plant and don’t just shear 
the outside limbs. This causes a for- 
mal pruning and this is difficult to 
keep. By staggering the height of 
your pruning cuts, the plant will 
have new growth coming out at all 
intervals in the plant, and it will look 
more natural. 

Don't be afraid to prune. Pruning 
stimulates growth. Remember that 
new growth takes place where the 
pruning cut is.

There is an added caution that 
every grower needs to know, and 
that is when mixing the seed for 
proper coverage, do not allow this 
treated seed to get wet. For instance, 
you will not want to fill your hopper 
box and leave treated seed in your 
planters overnight as the dew will 
provide enough moisture to wet the 
seed, Of course, you would not want 
to allow these treated seed to get in 
the rain either. Only treat the seed 
that you will be able to plant one day 
at a time without ever getting wet. 
Moisture on treated seed will dam- 
age the germination of your seed. 

. You should never use additional 
in-furrow pesticides when you use 
Orthene hopper box treatments. If in- 
secticides are used, they should be 
banded an not put in the furrow if 
the hopper box treatment is used, In 
fields where you know you need to 
use a nematicide, go ahead and use a 
nematicide. This Orthene 75S will 
not control nematodes and is for 
thrips control only. Under heavy 
thrips pressure growers may need to 
use an additional foliar application 
of Orthene 75S at 10-14 days after 
emergence.

The 
new label permits the granules to be 
placed in-furrow instead of being 
sidedressed, The in-furrow uses docs 
give good thrips control, The rate for 
use is 6,7 to 13.3 pounds per acre on 
a 36-inch row spacing. Because of 
interaction of the Di-Syston and Bas- 
agran, there is also a caution con- 
cerning use of Basagran herbicide on 
Di-Syston treated peanuts. Basagran 
herbicide may be used at cracking or 
early preemergence at rates up to 
one pint per acre. Do not make a sec- 
ond application of Basagran before 
21 days after emergence, Do not ap-

HAYWOOD DOESN'T APPROVE OF 50-50 SPLIT OF TAX REVENUE 
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Mayor Haywood nixes sales tax increase |

The long anticipated additional 
1¢ sales tax in the City of Elba failed 
to become a reality Monday night 
when Mayor Ricky Haywood cast a 
negative vote on the issue. The pro- 
posal was to impose the tax and split 
it 50-50 with the Elba school system, 

Prevailing legal opinions are that 
any ordinance of a permanment na- 
ture, such as a tax ordinance, must 
get four affirmative votes to become 
law. 

The vote Monday night was three 
to one, with two council members 
abstaining. Council members Earl 
McCollough and Brad Wilson didn’t 
vote because of a possible conflict of 
interest. Both men have wives who 
are teachers in the Elba School sys- 
tem. 

Several weeks ago Mayor Hay- 
wood told the council members that 
the Alabama League of Municipal- 
ities recommended they get an At- 
torney General or Ethics Commis- 
sion opinion before the two voted on 


the proposed tax. Council members 
chose not to get the opinion, ex- 
pressing thoughts that they had the 
necessary four votes without the two 
in question. 

An Attorney General opinion is- 
sued this month to another mu- 
nicipality quoted Alabama Status 11- 
43-12 and read: “.,.Prohibits a 
council member from being inter- 
ested in any business or contract the 
expense, price or consideration ‘of 
which is paid from the municipal 
treasury,” 

Apparently both council members 
were correct in refraiming from vot- 
ing on the issue. 

Haywood said after casting the 
vote which he knew would kill the 
matter that he wanted to explain his 
reasons. 

He listed the amount of money 
given to the school in the year 1992- 
93 as totaling $132,618.64. This in- 
cluded the $2,000 per month check, 
$10,366.27 in road construction, 
$26,400 paid on a school loan and 
$71,000 the Water and Electric spent 
to light the football field, 


Gladys Yelverton to head 
Elba’s W & E Board

Mrs. Gladys Yelverton was 
named Chairman of the Elba Water 
and Electric Board amid reports that 
the utility is running short of money 
to pay bills. 

Assistant Superintendent Henry 
Clark said he had been working with 
the bookkeeper and if the utility paid 
all the bills due at that moment, they 
would be $8,901.10 in the red. He 
added they still have two weeks pay- 
roll to make this month. 

He anticipated the power bill 
from AEC will increase from the 
present $160,000 to $230,000 during 
the summer months. Clark explained 
that the income received always 
lagged behind the cost of power and 
money would be real short for the 
next four months. 


Electric Supervisor Jeff Puckett 
reported completing 65 service work 
orders during the past month. The 
Pizza Hut is on line and power out- 
ages for the past month were at a 
minimum. Puckett credited the ag- 
gressive tree trimming project of the 
department for this positive report. 

Lee Johnson reported that the wa- 
ter department was completed 32 
work orders in March. They are also 
in the process of moving the 10,000 
gallon storage tank to Packing 
House Road, 

Monthly bills totaling $74,643.86 
were approved for payment. 


The board also agreed that, 


“When and if a city clerk is named 
by the city council, this person 
would also automatically serve as 
secretary-treasurer of the utility, sub- 
ject to ratification at the next meet- 
ing.”

Appointing Myrna Cowen to the 
Elba City School Board was a unan- 
imous decision (Two councilmen 
Earl McCollough and Brad Wilson, 
with wives working at the school ab- 
stained from the voting on this ap- 
pointment). However a successful 
motion to appoint James Nichols as 
city clerk caused some delayed fire- 
works, The action passed: on a four 
to two vote with council member 
Earl McCollough and Mayor Ricky 
Haywood opposing. However, as the 
meeting adjourned Haywood _in- 


formed council member John W, 
Sharpless, who had made the motion 
appointing Nichols, that he would 
not work with the man. 

Sharpless said Nichols had agreed 
to serve without pay for the first few 
weeks to help the city. 

Tuesday morning at 8:00 a.m. 
when Nichols arrived at city hall pre- 
pared to begin work, Haywood re- 
portedly assigned him to the city 
dump. His duties were to count the 
trucks entering the dump and es- 
timate the amount of trash in each 
truck, 

Nichols left city hall before he 
filled out the normal paperwork for 
new employees, Later in the morn- 
ing he received by certified mail, at 
his home, a copy of “Employee 
Warning Record” warning him of 
“Absence Unexcused”. The form 
was hand written and signed by 
Mayor Ricky Haywood.

Shooting in Mulberry Community 
leaves Dale County man dead

A shooting in Elba late last Fri- 
day evening left a Dale County man 
face down in the mud - dead! 

Martel Clifford Brooks, 28, of 
Dale County was reportedly shot 
twice with a small caliber handgun, 
Two bullets struck Brooks in the 
upper body causing his death, 

At approximately 9:53 p.m., Elba 
police received a report that a man 
was being shot on West Street in the 
Mulberry Community. 

Upon arriving at the scene, police 
officers located a black male lying 
face down on the right-of-way of 
West Street, 

A unit of the Elba Rescue Squad 
transported Brooks to Elba General 
Hospital where he was later pro- 
nounced dead by attending physi- 
cians, 

Shortly after the shooting oc- 


curred, an Elba resident, James 
McMillan, was taken into custody by 
the Elba police and questioned in 
the matter. 

MeMillan was later released with- 
out any charges being placed against 
him, 

According to Chief Investigator 
for the 12th District Attorney’s of- 
fice, Bruce Devane, no charges and 
no arrests have been made in con- 
nection with the shooting, 

The incident has officially been 
termed a homicide and a full-scale 
investigation into the matter is being 
conducted by the District Attorney’s 
office. 

Assisting in the investigation are 
the Elba Police Department and the 
Alabama Department of Forensic 
Science, 

Reportedly, the results of the in- 
vestigation will be presented to a 
grand jury when it convenes in May. 


Gov. Folsom appoints Mickey Counts 
as Interim-Sheriff of Coffee County 


Coffee County's District Court 
Bailiff has been appointed Coffee 
County’s interim-sheriff, 

Last Friday afternoon, Mickey 
Counts, a resident of Enterprise, was 
named by Governor Jim Folsom to 
serve the remainder of Sheriff Brice 
Paul's term as Sheriff of Coffee 
County. 

Paul, who announced his resigna- 
tion in March, will “officially” leave 
office on May |, If Paul had served 
the remainder of his term, he would 
have vacated the office on Monday, 
January 16, 1995, 

On Sunday, May 1, Counts will 
assume the duties of sheriff and will 
probably be sworm into office on 


Monday, May 2. ; 

Counts began his career in law 
enforcement in 1977 when he joined 
the Brantley Police Department as a 
uniform officer, He worked there for 
two years, 

After leaving Brantley, Counts 
joined the Enterprise Police Depart- 
ment where he worked his way up to 
the investigations division, 

For the pasi ten years, Counts has 
served as bailiff for the District 
Court. He also holds the rank of cap- 
tain in the Alabama National Guard. 

Counts stated that he knows the 
job of being sheriff will not be easy 
but with the help of an “excellent 
staff,” the job will get done! 


asked him to fill out employment 
paper work with secretary Tina Buie. 
After interrupting Councilman 
Sharpless conversing with Nichals,.1 
briefly outlined the day’s work for 
him (Nichols) and had Tina type (un- 
readable) for him. He apparently left 
with Sharpless and did not return.” 

In the section for Action To Be 
Taken was written: “None other than 
this written warning and advising 
Mr. Nichols to come to work - This 
form to be placed in Personnel File.” 

Mrs. Cowen will fill the seat pres- 
ently held by Myrna Rhodes. Mrs. 
Rhodes is currently serving as chair- 
man of the board and that chair- 
manship also expires at the end of 
May. 

The council briefly considered 
terminating Acting Street Super- 
intendent Billy Meeks and giving his 
duties to Operations Officer Henry 
Clark. No action was taken on this. 
Haywood asked if the matter had 
even been discussed with Mr, Clark 
and Sharpless and Clark both said it 
had, The mayor wanted this to be ta- 
bled until “we all sit down and dis- 
cuss it”. 

Councilman Bill Brunson agreed 
the action might need “thinking 
through” and the matter was tabled. 

Following this exchange Mayor 
Haywood held up what appeared to 
be a copy of a check and said the 
city has paid $22,605.15 to Cannon 
& Vaughan. He quoted statements 
from an executive session dealing 


with payment of Vaughan’s bill. He 
questioned why the insurance com- 
pany hadn’t reimbursed the city as 
-promised, 

Attorney Mark Vaughan was 
present and explained that wie in- 
surance company only would re- 
imburse expenses relating to the 
wrongful firing cases. He said the 
biils sent from the city included or- 
dinance work and several other 
charges. 

He assured Haywood that the in- 
surance company was trying to the 
pay the bill if they could get the cor- 
rect paperwork. 

Haywood said the accounts being 
discussed go all the way back to last 
August. 

In other action the council ap- 
proved payment of bills totaling 
$72,00.13. This included the above 
mentioned legal fees; $47,050 in in- 
surance, uniforms for recreation and 
the police department; ball field 
fence repairs; lawn mower repairs 
and $1200 for sandbags. 

Sonya Hooks received approval 
to lease the library in the old Ele- 
mentary School.
